For 
example, the prior arts of record did not teach or suggest "dynamic base object" as 
defined in the specification paragraph [0026] that perform the functions of claims 1, 8, 
12, and 15, and "the user registration information is pre-registered user data" as claimed 
in claims 1,8, 12, and 1 5. Therefore, the prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest the 
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claimed invention as a whole as claimed in the claims. Thus, claims 1,8, 12, and 1 5 
are allowed over the prior arts of record.
